other Individual witnesses* RAUS* attorneys have invited HEINE to Washington In 
early February for purposes of taicing his deposition,

occasional contact of XUBARX and was providing useful infonoation on Estonian 
endgre mattere that then were of conslder^*.,:.^ ^iL:reat, During the course of 
contacts with RAUS and other Estonian emieres, the HEINB case was frequently 
discussed with the KUBARK case officers responsible for contacts with these 
emigres* Since it was in the mutual interest of the Estonian emigres and KOBARK 
to protect the «nigre groups from penetration and disruption by a suspect Soviet 
agent, there was. ceiiialnly little doubt left in the minds of HAUS and others 
that HSME^e story was considered to bo highly suspect* Unfortunately RAUS went ' 
a groat deal further than he should have in openly denouncing thereby 

laying himeelf open to the slander charges* Again for your information, KUBARK 
haa provided him with cleared counsel for hie defetise (extremely capable lawyers), 
since RAUS apparently siacorely believed that he was acting in consonance with 
SUBARK»b desires in taking Xhe action that is now the basis of the suit. 

Appropriate higher KUBAHK officials have been briefed on this, case and have 
approved the securing of counsel for RAUS* Iii discussing this case with Chief/ 
Deputy Chief,- SUABOVE, should they q^iery whether RAUS indeed is or was a KUBARK 
agent/contact, reply to the effect that you do not know. All tha^ you know Is- 
that HEINE has filed suit and that litigation is in pTOgrwew- 
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Jj ^ A* you Are a^^are Trom references^ liave continued to luaintaln the graVBct 
doubts about bona fidea and still consider him a suspect Soviet agent. Our 

doubts aro baaed at the very least upon the various biogra-hies which he has given and, 
which roeemble closely those of other proved RIS agents dispatch to the West in order 
to renetratej subvert and destroy anti-^?oviet er:iigre ■ groups. We quite understand that 
the SKtABOVy. report, transmitted in Reference C, is the result of an interview with 
HEINi: in connection ->^th his application for Can^tdian irmdKratlon and the interviewer 
could not pursue buU-dcggedly some of tJ-io security questions and allegations. How- 
aver, this SliABOVE report hno not allayed our doubts about MEINE, though adaittedly in 
his case we have nothing r;iore than fius. iciona on him and these suspicions are based 
primarily on his following a pattern. Paragraph ll of the SLJAROVE report is revealing: 
iUlINE was asked a series of four questions per^ining to possible RIS collaboration 
and ^^replied in a firm negatlvei” It is intorf^sting to speculate whether those 
negatives would have stood up to an TjCFLUTTER interview. Did HIsINiC receive hie 
Can/^dlan citizenship? tVhen? 

5. SMABOVB interviewed five individuals ahaut ilKlNE and received favorable reports 
but it is not indicated whether lilSINI*; may have supplied tliese rofereacea. The- fact is, 
of course, that HEINE has managed to convince many of the Estoniaa emigres of hiB bona 
fldes, and that the Estonian emigration is now sharply divided into pro- and sutl-HEINB 
factions. This explains the fact that CDENVI's interrierifs with Estonian emigres In the 
United iitates produced a similar result, with eleven favorable reports ■ out of fifteen. 
Obviously, w© do not suspect sinister motives on the part of these people, HEINE puts . 
himself forward as a sincere Estonian patriot, a dedicated ajitl-Cojianunlst who is 
fighting for his homeland, and the emib'rea want to believe his toaa fides. In the long 
history of our dealing vrlth Soviet, Raltic and Eastern European emigre groups (and you 
are awar'^ that at one tijoe we were working very closely with these groups), there are 
many exjui^les of similar ”anti-;^>oviet patriots" who were later found to be RIS agents 
dispatched to the T^est with the precise mission of reporting on and subverting the ■ 
emigre movements which the Soviets fe^ed. These are proven cases, either by virtue 

of a confession by the agent or by an agent *s return to the Soviet Union and subsequent 
propagerua use. 

6. There is a remarkable parallel, however, in the case of Arthur HAMAH, an 
Estonian who defected to the Ifest froa the Soviet Union in 1955 after ostensibly' 
escaping acroge the border. He resided in Sweden where he studied until 1962 and 
then traveled to the United States, ostensibly to attend a linguistics confor^nce • 

He w^is debriefed in considerable detail by KUBARK officers coMeming his backgrouai 
and his story was found to be highly suspect* Responsible Estonian eedgree. Including 
the president of the Estonian National Council, in the United States also nourished 
grave doubts concerning HAMAN and some of the emigres discussed the ease with their 
KUBARK contact. HAMAN then returned to Sweden and threatened to file suit for slander 
and libel against the president of the Estonian National Council. Some of his support- 
ers attempted to help him by providing counsel to defend him; but whan he declined to 
press the sxilt, most of the emigres decided that there was probably basis to the 
charges. In early 1963 HAMAN disappeared from si^t, reappeared briefly in Ifelsinkl 
ax^d then disappeared again, only to be siirfaced some montba later bv Izvewbla. The 
propaganda story which they printed was to the effect that HAMAN had been ocanp^ed to 
return to the USSR by the rotten emigre lackeys of Western intelligence services; 

and since he was now repentant of his sins, HAMAN was rewarded with a teaching pcsltion 
at Tartu University, This story needs little comment. Incidentally, we have since 
received other information indicating that HAMAN contlnaes to be active In behalf of 
the KC© by contacting U, S, dtizena in Moscow,
